Sheriff Morrison, of Rison, 


Returned Them From 


Tyler, Texas 


Curtis Duke and Marvin 


Tate, identified as two of five 
men who terrorized the town 
of Rison, Ark., two weeks ago, 
kidnaping three, one a deputy 
sheriff, were held in the Hope 
city jail over Tuesday night. 


Sheriff Morrison, of 
Rison, ;md 


three heavily-armed deputies stopped 
here Tuesday night with Duke and 
Tate, who had been captured in Tyler, 
Texas.< 


The two prisoners, aged 25 to 30, 


were placed .in cells on the top deck 
of thq jail. An armed guard kept 
vigil over them during the night, 


Deputy Sheriff W. A. Fore, who was 


kidnaped at Rison, were among the 
officers. He identified the two pris- 
oners as his abductors after looking 
them over in the Tyler jail. 


Extradition Obtained 


Duke, who has a police record at 


Tyjer, refused to waive extradition 
to Arkansas. Upon the arrival of re- 
quisition papers at Tyler from Gov- 
ernor Futrell for the return of Tate 
and Duke, the two were released to 
Rison officers. 


A band of heavily-armed men drove 


into the town of Rison in the dead of 
night about. two weeks ago and at- 
tempted to loot the town, kidnaping 
three men in an effort to clear the 
streets in order that they might not 
be disturbed while making their haul. 


An alarm was given. The town's 


lights were turned on and an armed 
guard of citizens patrolled the streets 
following the kidnaping. 


Had Kidnaped Officer 


Deputy Fore and his companions 


were taken into a section of woods 
near Rison, held captive by one guard 
while the other robbers returned to 
Rison. 


Finding their plans blocked the 


looters soon returned, piled the cap- 
tives into a car bearing an Oklahoma 
license and released them near Pine 
Bluff when officers of that city spot- 
ted them as they passed in a car. 


The officers picked up Fore and 


his companions, and chased the loot- 
ers, but were outdistanced. 


A few days later three of the loot- 


ers were captured. They are now held 
in jail at Pine Bluff. 


Officers continued their search, and 


picked up the trail of Duke and Tate, 
which had led to Tyler, Texas, where 
the two were captured.

nesday morning, returning their pris- 
oners to Rison.

New Hampshire—Tuesday were joined 
in the' repeal march, while almost 
complete returns from' the,:hitherto 
dry-voting state of Iowa showed the 
anti-prohibitionists so far ahead as to 
indicate almost certain victory. 


Placed in the doubtful column at 


the start of the balloting, Iowa emerg- 
ed early Wednesday with a substan- 
tial majority in favor of removing the 
Eighteenth amendment from the con- 
stitution. 


With most of the Iowa precincts 


heard from, the repealists were lead- 
ing by 364,473 to 239,858. Since those 
opposed to prohibition had 
gained 


steadily with each new return, .there 
appeared little possibility that this lead 
of nearly 125,000 could be overturned. 


Should the final official vote carry 


out this lead, the 14 states to vote 
thus far would stand in a straight line 
for abolishing prohibition. 


There was no doubt from the out- 


set as to the result in the other two 
states 
which recorded themselves 


Tuesday. Connecticut in landslide 
fashion rolled up a six-to-one majority 
for repeal, virtually assuring a con- 
vention July U at which 50 anti-pro- 
hibition delegates will sit unopposed. 


In New Hampshire, with only a few 


scattered towns still to be heard from 
the opponents of prohibition had swept 
the state by a more than two-to-one 
majority, rolling up a vite of 64,185 to 
27,124.

bodies need sunbaths at all. But if 
so, it should be in the first part of the 
morning, or toward evening . 


Ask the Doctor's Advice 
, 


I cannot presume to direct the sun- 


bath when the thermometer is 90 or 
95 degrees. Then the chief business 
of life is to keep the children as cool 
as posssible. But' ask the doctor. He 
will direct you. 


Those children old enough to run 


arouttd, as well as the baby, need 
very little clothing. "You-cannot keep 
them tn the shade .every second but 
at midday arid'during the intonse'aft- 
emoon heat,' it is better for them to 
be in the darkened quiet house. Don't 
let them play out on a baked street 
with the sun beating down on bare 
heads and where the concrete is hot 
enough to fry pancakes. 
.Later • in the summer the children 
will get more "hardened1,1 to the sun. 
These first hot days have the effect of 
shock. The sun.like some medicines 
has to be approached gradually in 
small doses to be at all useful. When 
skin. pigments increase and the skin 
'is conditioned to stand the. onslaught 
of rays, children may more safely 
stand exposure. 
' 


Mid-Afternoon Dangerous 


But one rule I should observe al 


through the summer. Never permli 
continued exposure through the hot 
part of the afternoon. During tha 
time, they should be quiet. And most 
of them should either be having naps 
(up to five—or even six in a more 
delicate child), or if not napping, rest- 
ing in bed—alone.

sunburn Is not to be fooled with 
Not only does it destroy skin surface 
and its power to throw off perspira< 
tion, but it does things to the body 
When a certain amount of skin sur 
face is destroyed even temporarily, i 
throws an extra burden on other ex 
pretory organs, sometimes more than 
they can take care of.

long, directly on' the body can do a 
great deal of harm. It is jiut a ques- 
;ion whether on very hot.days small 
bodies need sunbaths at all. But if 
so, it should be in the first part of the 
morning, or toward evening . 


Ask the Doctor's Advice 
, 


I cannot presume to direct the sun- 


bath when the thermometer is 90 or 
95 degrees. Then the chief business 
of life is to keep the children as cool 
as posssible. But' ask the doctor. He 
will direct you. 


Those children old enough to run 


arouttd, as well as the baby, need 
very little clothing. "You-cannot keep 
them tn the shade .every second but 
at midday arid'during the intonse'aft- 
emoon heat,' it is better for them to 
be in the darkened quiet house. Don't 
let them play out on a baked street 
with the sun beating down on bare 
heads and where the concrete is hot 
enough to fry pancakes. 
.Later • in the summer the children 
will get more "hardened1,1 to the sun. 
These first hot days have the effect of 
shock. The sun.like some medicines 
has to be approached gradually in 
small doses to be at all useful. When 
skin. pigments increase and the skin 
'is conditioned to stand the. onslaught 
of rays, children may more safely 
stand exposure. 
' 


Mid-Afternoon Dangerous 


But one rule I should observe al 


through the summer. Never permli 
continued exposure through the hot 
part of the afternoon. During tha 
time, they should be quiet. And most 
of them should either be having naps 
(up to five—or even six in a more 
delicate child), or if not napping, rest- 
ing in bed—alone.

sunburn Is not to be fooled with 
Not only does it destroy skin surface 
and its power to throw off perspira< 
tion, but it does things to the body 
When a certain amount of skin sur 
face is destroyed even temporarily, i 
throws an extra burden on other ex 
pretory organs, sometimes more than 
they can take care of.

maximum fine of $20,000. 


Judge Henry W. ' Goddard " complet- 


ed his instructions to the 12 ' men at 
11:25 a. m., after telling them: 


"A reasonable doubt does not mean 


reluctance to perform an unpleasant 
duty." 


The jurors, among whom arc two 


engineers, a contractor, and an archi- 
tect, were in their consultation room 
less than an hour before they were 
taken out to lunch. On their return 
the door was locked, and no word 
came out during the afternoon as to 
their progress. 


Returns for Instructions 


The jury returned to the courtroom 


at 5:05 p. m. and asked Judge God- 
dard to re-read the portion of his 
charge dealing with Mitchell's par- 
ticipation in a management fund in 
1929. 


The judge read most of the section' 


of the instructions, but was inter- 
rupted by Foreman James K. Camp- 
bell, who said: 
, 


"We think what you've read covers 


the point, your honor. Thank you." 


The jurors then were taken to din- 


ner. 


Mitchell, whose tanned face appear- 


ed tired, remained in the courtroom, 
where he ate a chicken sandwich for 
lunch. 


Charge to Jury 


Judge Goddard in his charge re- 


viewed the allegations against Mit- 
chell: That he made fajfe stock sales 
to his wife and to W. D. Thornton to 
show losses so great that he paid no 
income tax, and that he failed to re- 
port receipt of $666,666.67 from a Na- 
tional City Company management 
fund. 


Of the transaction whereby Mit- 


chell turned over 18,300 shares of Na- 
tional City bank stock to his wife, 
the judge said: 


"The problem for you to decide is 


whether or not that was. a bona fide 
sale. 


"You cannot convict the defendant 


unless you find there w.as an under- 
standing between Mr. Mitchell and 
his wife, or that Mrs. Mitchell was 
merely a nominee and that the stock 
really remained in her husband's pos- 
session. 


"No transfer stamps were affixed to 


the stock. It is for you to decide 
whether the omission was an over- 
sight, as the defendant says, or wheth- 
er it was done deliberately." 


Discusses Defense 


Judge Goddard discussed Mitchell's 


defense that he acted on his attorney's 
advice in the transactions. 


"I wish to advise you," he said, 


"that if a man gives all the, facts to 
an attorney and follows that attor- 
ney's advice in good faith and hon- 
esty, he cannot be convicted, even 
though the advice was wrong. 


"On the other hand, if he set out 


wilfully and delibertely to disobey 
the law and did not fully advise his 
attorney of all the circumstances, he 
cannot excuse himself by saying he 
acted on advice of counsel." 


The judge then turned to Mitchell's 


receipt of $666,666.67 from the man- 
agement fund.
